rhe DisMter Along Newfenndlaad Ooaat 
Kot as Bad as at first Reported — There 

I* Now Only FU-veii Men Not Arroiiiited 
For — Terrible Boirering of Some of the 
Beaowed riaherwiea. 

Halifax. N. S., March ."5. — The 
iteanier Ccniw ript, which has just ar- 
rived from St. .lolins. N. F., brings the 
following adilitioiiiil particulars regard- 
ing the dreadful calamity Ih Trinity 
bay, on the coast of Newfonadland 
by which M many Malart loet their 
lires: 

On the morning of March 1 the 
schtX)ner Rose Cleer arrived at Trinity, 
having on boarc) the sixteen men who 
were saved and landed at Heart's Con- 
tent, and. the bodiea of John Nnne and 
Solomon Pennejr. 

The sixteen men, all of whom belong 
In English harbor with t he exception of 
Patrick Hanlon and his three eons, got 
on aome pan ioe, seren feet high, 
Batnrdaj night, and erected a shelter 
with aosne of their boats. The other 
boats were nsed in building i iire, and 
three seids, which they bad captured, 
were aho oaed for this purpose. The 
ice drifted into Heart's Content early 
Stmday morqingi and the men walked 
uhore. One of their nnmber, a young 
man, was froien stiff when the fixe was 
started, bnt he revived under the influ- 
ence of the warmth thrown out by the 
blaae. 

The sixteen men who were brought to 
Trinity are now all fully recovered, but 
WilUaun Ivanv and his four sons re- 
mained Whind at Uhoal Harbor, on the 
ioath side of tbe bay, being so badly 
froat bitten that they could not 
blMM4 ttte schooner. Captain Fowlow, 
of UM Bbse Cleer, saw fires in the direc- 
tion of Norman's cove Sunday night bnt 
it was impossible for him to get his ves- 
lel there. It is hoped that others of tho 
missing men are at that point, uneven 
men are still missing. 

The St. Johns Herald of Tuesday's 
Issue says: "At first it was feared that 
over 2U0 persons were cast away, but 
only eleven are still missing and thirteen 
have died, makinp: a total of twenty- 
four Jathers aad brothers who have suc- 
combed to the blizzard of tiatnrday 
night."

A Slight Impreveaient in Some Unas.

Domestio Imw gradnally improves, 
even at the siratlL flttppUeao< nkoney 
are every where anrnti. 

It is still the net that the two dark 
spots are directly caused by over-pro- 
duction. Cotton receipts this week 
have been lighf, bnt the price is onlv 
7.06 wi^ moderate sales. Efforts to 
curtail ue production this year api^ear 
to met with some snoosss. The only 
posstUe temedy for troubles In the iron 
trade is to lie applied according to dia- 
patches, by the closing of some nhMo 
in the Mahoning and SheaafO vallqrs 
and the Chicago district. 

CnrrsBt prices are called about the 
lowM on record, southern iron being 
offered at $15.75 to $17 for No. 1, against 
$15 to $18.50 for northern; a contract 
for steel beams at 2.1 cents is reported 
from Boston, and bar shows no im- 
provement, while plates are quoted at 
1.8.5, and a sale of angles to the New 
York Central at \.'h>. Tho rail com- 
bination still waits for buyers. The 
trouble in this industry is that too 
great and sudden expansion was ex- 
pected. Copper is imchanged, tin 
weaker at 19.60 cents, and lead moder- 
ateljr active at l l."). The coal market 
continues uncertain, as the combination 
is not ready to act, but agents rec om- 
mend an output of only 2, 500, 000 tuns 
in march. 

A Ix'tter situation nj^pears in textile 
manufa> ' r. y.-. lor cotton mills are 
well cmpioMMl and trade in cotton 
goods improves all ovc i; the c ountry, 
even at the south. In woolen mills and 
in sales of \vuo\ dc>cided improvement is 
seen. Wool is lower, as holders grow 
anxious to sell before a new clip comes. 
The spring trade in dress goods closes 
in good shape, while in men's woolens 
the right faorics and colors to meet the 
ta.ste stdl rapidly. More demand is noted 
for Idack c heviots. In lK>ots and s1ich>s 
there is mudi more activity, though the 
many buyers at Boston still act with 
r«>serve, and shipments are as yel-Tpir 
cent. Ixdiind last year's to date. 

At Philadelphia wholesiile trade in 
dry goods is satisfactory, but iron is very 
low. At Baltimore tlie grain export 
trade is th* largest ever known. All 
kinds of iron and steel are weakening 
at Pittsburg and some puddling mills 
have closed, but glass is fairly active.

ENGUSH MINING TROUBLES. 



Already a Million and n Half of Peopia 

A fr«Ttt"<i. 

LoNDO.N, March 5.— In view of the 
threatened coal strike and ooal famine 
that must surely follow, most of the 
factories in Iiancashire, Cheshire, Dnr* 
bam, TjvMiA* and other important 
manufacturing districts are Seriously 
considerin|r the question of shutting 
down imtfl the trouble is over. The 
operatives in these factories have been 
given the customary day's notice, and 
are greatly alarmed at the prospect of a 
period of enforced idleness. It is com- 

Suted that already 1,500.000 people are 
irectly or indirectly affected by tbe 
mining trotibles, and it Is believed that 
if the output of ooal dionld be re- 
stricted for a fortnight, as pro p osed, 
there would be 1,000,000 idle mill oper- 
atives. 

The prospect of 'a strike is especially 
alarming to the iron trade in Birming- 
ham, and' a majority of the iron works 
will be closed if there should be a stop- 
page of the coal output for more than a 
week. The companies in all large cities 
will i)e seriously affected, and, although 
they have large contracts running, the 
Strike clause will release the colliery 
owners fiom their obligations. 

In Hheflieid there are very small stocks 
of mamifaetnring coal on hand, and 
much the same condition exist<< in the 
other great industrial centers. ( tf house 
coal tile stocks, it is said, are very small 
every whert^. 

Tlie colliery owners are ;ii)parently de- 
termiued to enforce the lo i)er cent, re- 
duc;tioii of the wages of the miners, and 
the latter, in some c;uses» appear eciually 
as deteniiined to resist the proposed re- 
duction. .\s yet no compromise .seems 
pos.sible. and every indic ation jioiiits to a 
strike being ordereil by the miners' fed- 
eration cjii Slaivh 1-'. If the strike is or- 
dered it will continue for two weeks, at 
the end C)f which, the miners believe, 
the price of coal will be .so high on ac- 
count of the restrietcid output that the 
colliery owners will have no grounds on 
which to sustain the proposed reduction 
of wages. '

Borne of Kentucky's Law Makers Want 
to Hear Him Spaak— Doings of 
tka OtBmliJMDiUy. 

Eight new bills were introdnced in the 

House at Frankfort yeaterday, as follows: 
An act to amend the laws governing 

the penitentUwy of this State. 

act in reference to crovernmental 

agencies in cities of the tirat class. 
An act requiring judges and examining 

courts to exclude from the court room in 

certain cases, children under sixteen years 

of ap'. 

An act to repeal the local option laws 
of Mohlenbeiv Oonnty. 

An act to provide ff>r the laying of sev- 
eral counties offinto magiHtorial districts. 

A resolution by Mr. Spauldmg to invite 
Senator David B. Hill to addrons the 
House, at such time as should suit his 
oonvenieDce, was adopted. There were 
three nays. 

The Judicial Committee reported bark 
the Ooebel lottery bill ami the substi- 
tute of the committee. Each was ordered 
printed tfnd to its second reading. 

Dr. Woods siibmitti'd a leiiK'tliy report 
on the subject of quadrennial assessments 
of real property, and the resolution re- 
(|uesting the Revisory Cnmmi«!»ion to 
report a bill carrying out this idea was 
adopted. One thousand copies of the 
report were ordered printe<l. 

In the Senate, Judge Lindsay intro- 
duced a bill to prohibit the placing of a 
tollgate on any tumpilce within the cor- 
porate limits of a city or town. 

Tho House bill to make falwe swearing 
before a grand jury a felony, and to allow 
that body to disclose evidence taken by 
them was passed. 

Tlie McCain Tobacco bill passed the 
Senate by a vote of 22 yeas and no nays. 
Eight Senators refused to vote. An 
amendment of importance adopted was 
that which allows warehousemen to 
charge $1 .60 instead of $1 for selling a 
hogshead of tobacco. Other amendments 
were adopted as follows: Allowing ware- 
housemen to deduct only the exact weight 
of the hogshead and no sample in determ- 
ining the weight of tobacco to be account- 
ed for; providing that the weight of a 
hogshead be marked on its head, on the 
sample card, and in the sample book; 
making persons guilty of fraud liable for 
damages to the party agrieved, as well as 
to j)unish ment by fine; allowing the buyer 
to reject no hogshead unless a rejection 
hsis flrst been msde by the seller and 
then no more than the seller rejects. 
The Courier-Journal correspondent says: 
"Senator Poyntz offered an amendment 
to the bill, for Senator Alexander, which 
was promptly declared out of order. The 
amendment was to the effect that a land- 
lord would not be allowed to charge the 
tenant more rent for tobacco land than 
one-half the cash value of the land. 

The House has passed the bill which 
allows conn ties to levy a poll tax of $1.50 
and an ad valorem tax not to exceed 50 
cents on the $100 for the payment of cur- 
rent expenses, and debts incurred to 
meet current expenses. 

The House in committee of the whole 
has adopted that section of the Revenue 
and Taxation bill creating the office of 
County Treasurer. It was so amended 
that theTreasurer shall be elected by the 
people instead of by the Fiscal Court, 
and the first election shall be held Novem- 
ber, 1S9;J, and every four years thereafter. 
Considerable objection was urged against 
the creation of this office, as it was said 
that it would ruin the offii-e of SherifT. 
An amendment to the section was adopt- 
ed, prescribing that the Sheriff shall col- 
lect ttu> taxes in each county. 

A bill is pending establishing a State 
Bureau of Information and Immigration. 
It is made the duty of the bureau to col- 
lect and disseminate statistics of Ken- 
tucky. The Board ia also to list mineral, 
timber, agriculture and grasing lands for 
rent or for sale, and make a record of the 
prices and of the names of persons de- 
siring immigrants. The Board is to con- 
sist of five persons appointed by the Gov- 
ernor to serve during the term of office.

Something About the Display at the 
Works in the West End 



A large crowd visited tiiu fuel p;a.s plant 
in the West End yesterday afternoon and 
witnessed the display. Tin? works are 
operated now by Mr. Will January and 
Mr. Dan Daly, with Professor Payne as 
chemist Mr. Daly represents the Amei^ 
icanr Gas Company and Mr. January the 
Southern Fuel Company. 

Among the visitors were a couple of 
gentlemeii from Indiana, one of them 
from Connergvillc. They are interested 
in the company in that State and were 
greatly pleaMd with the ieit. Mr. Arthur 
Curran of tho Dover News wii.« i)rcKi'nt, 
and said the display was a revelation to 
him. It was the first time be had seen 
tho plant in operation. Others were 
equally surprised at tlio rapidity with 
which the gas was manufactured. Several 
ladies were among the visitors. 

In one of the tests yesterday afternoon 
4,000 feet of gas was made and put into 
the holder in less than four minntes by 
the watch. This gas, freshly made and 
without havinj,' bceu washed, was turned 
into stoves — heating and cooking— and 
lamps were Dgfated. The lamps re- 
sembled an incandescent electric light. 
The pieces of fire brick used in the heat- 
ing stove can be made red hot with the 
gas in a few minutes.

He was ancoaadoQt 
during most of the tim«. Two da^gh- 
tenyinrrive him. 

Noah Porter was born In FarminRton, 
Conn., Dec. 14, 1811, whs graduated at 
Yale in 1881, became master of Hopkins' 
grammar school in New Haven and was 
tator at Yale in 1833-5, during which time 
he studied theology. He was pastor of 
Congregational churches in New Milford, 
Conn., from 1896 till 1843, and in Spring- 
Held, Mass., from 1843 till 1846. Mr. Porter 
was then appointed professor of moral 
'philosophy and nu-tapliysics at Ynlc In 
1871 he suctefilt'd Tli(c«lore D. WmAsfy 
as president of Vule, which po.st he held 
till his resignation in 1S.S6. During I'res- 
ident Porter'ii adniiuist ration the progresi* 
of the college was marked. Some 
of its finest buildings were erected iu this 
period, including the art school, the 
Peabody miiKeiiiii. tlie new tiieological 
hulls, the Sloan physical laboratory, tlie 
IJatlell chapel aud one of the largest 
dormitories. The curriculum was also 
considerably enUrKi-d. especially by the 
introduct ion of new elective studies, al- 
though Dr. I'ortcr was an earnest cham- 
pion of a required course, as opposed to 
the elective system as it has been recetitly 
elaborated at Harvard. lie also ably 
maintained the claims of t he classes to 
a chief place in a liberal course of educa- 
tion. As an instrui tor and in his personal 
relations with the slM<lents he was one of 
the most jiDpular prcf-idenl s of Vale. He 
is probably the last to liold the presidency 
and a professor's chair at 1 lie same time, 
as his successor, I'imotliy Dwight, ex- 
pressly stipulated on accepting the 
office that the duties of a teach r 
should not attaih to it. He re 
reived a degree of D. D. from the Univers- 
ity of the < ity of N'ew York in 18.">H, aud 
that of L1..D. from l<>iinburg iu )8^'0 aud 
also fr6m the Western Reserve college, 
Ohio, in 18T0, and from Trinity in 1K71. 
He Is the author of an "Historical Dis- 
course at Farmington, Nov. 4, 1840," com 
mencing the iiOOth anniversary of its set- 
tlement (Hartford, 1841); "The Educa- 
tional Systems of the Puritans and 
Jesuits Compared," a prize essay (New 
York, 1851); "The Human Intellect," 
which is used as a text book of metaphy- 
■io at Yale and elsewhere (18U8, many 
new editions); "Books and Reading," 
(1870); "American Colleges and the Amer- 
.leail Pablic" (New Haven, 1871,) and nu- 
a>MWM other educational works.
